Starchwom Editorial 


Convention Programs 


Some recent conventions have set attendance records. 
Others seem to have headed the other way. For the 
Georgia Launderers & Cleaners Association to draw 
801 attendees seems something of a miracle for which 
hearty congratulations are due. For the state associa- 
tions which have experienced a real slump in attendance 
a little serious thinking seems to be in order. 

What makes for a successful convention? We can’t set 
ourselves up as arbiters. We attend altogether too many 
of them to get far enough from the forest to see the 
trees. But we can put forth a few ideas for considera- 
tion by association officers, professional secretaries and 
others who are responsible for drawing up the programs. 

The Diaper Service Institute of America effected one 
innovation which, it seems to us, many laundry associa- 
tions would do well to consider. For two of the four ses- 
sions at their convention they divided the entire list of at- 
tendees into small groups of four to six. Each group was 
assigned a table at which to sit, one of its members as 
chairman and another as secretary. 

The two most urgent subjects of the entire convention 
(both, incidentally, involving sales) were discussed si- 
multaneously by the small groups. The chairman of 
each group required each person, including himself, to 
contribute an idea from his particular plant to the dis- 
cussion and the secretary made notes on everything that 
was said, 

At the conclusion of the allotted time a microphone 
was carried from one table to another until the chair- 
man of each group had reported to the entire audience 
the composite thinking of his group on the assigned 
subject. 

We have never attended a meeting where interest. ran 
higher. The idea offers two advantages over the conven- 
tional type of meeting. First, it gives everyone the 
benefit of the thinking of everyone else. Secondly, it 
elicits the participation of every attendee in the pro- 
gram—especially those who, due to shyness or an other- 
wise retiring personality, definitely have something to 
contribute but are loathe to stand on their feet in front 
of a large group and speak up. 

It’s really worth trying. 


Sport Shirts 


This month Srarcwroom’s Primer focuses the spot- 
light on sport shirt finishing. Particular emphasis is 
placed on training new operators in proper finishing 
techniques (see page 16). 

In this connection it is interesting to learn what the 
status of the sport shirt trend is among the male popu- 
lation. According to the National Association of Shirt, 
Pajama and Sportswear Manufacturers, the combined 
production of 18,282,500 dozen dress and sport shirts in 
1952 set a new record high for the industry, the previous 
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peak having been the 18,099,300 dozen produced in 
1950. 

Of the 1952 production, 12,308,000 dozen, or 67 per- 
cent, were sport shirts and represented a new high rec- 
ord, the previous peak being the 9,574,300 dozen (50.5 
percent of total production) produced in 1950. Thus it 
may be seen that sport shirts continue to come on the 
market in increasing ratio to dress shirts. However, dress 
shirt production shows an increasingly firmer experi- 
ence. Production of dress shirts during the last quarter 
of 1952 was in excess of production during the last quar- 
ter of 1951. 

Laundryowners who may still be encountering diffi- 
culty finishing rayon sport shirts may take comfort in 
the fact that the fabric breakdown between cotton and 
rayon has taken a definite turn in favor of the former. 
While in 1951 cotton sport shirts constituted only 43 
percent of all sport shirts, they made considerable 
ground in 1952 when production was spread evenly be- 
tween cotton and rayon. 

Already this trend is detectable in laundries. Every 
informal investigation we have conducted this year has 
indicated that cotton sport shirts are coming into the 
plants in increasing ratio to rayons. Also, laundryowners 
are finding synthetic fabries easier to handle. Let’s hope 
that the current Primer article and the one to follow 
will help resolve the remaining production bottlenecks. 


Say That Again, Please 


Catherine Sutton, assistant to the owner of Aire-Pack 
Co., a major appliance dealer in St. Louis, had some- 
thing to say in Retailing Daily recently which we think 
is worth repeating. 

She says that if appliance advertising would be a 
little more realistic, and not talk down to the housewife, 
it would sell a lot more appliances. 

“Take automatic washers for instance. Every ad fea- 
tures a grinning housewife who is just so happy about 
doing Monday’s washing that she can’t contain herself! 
Actually, nothing could be further from the truth. Wash- 
day, with all its automatic gadgets, is still one very large 
pain in the neck, And to infer that it’s a day of joy-joy, 
is to infer that the average housewife has an IQ of 
about 15. 

“Almost every ad you see shows a smiling, almost 
laughing face peering out at you from the pages. The 
lady is beautifully groomed. And if you could see it, 
probably has a brand new manicure. 

“Now let’s get down to facts! Have you ever seen a 
housewife on a Monday morning? If you haven't, take 
a good look, And compare the real thing with what 
smiles out at you in her Sunday best, on a so-called 
Monday morning. Then pick yourself up off the floor!” 

We agree with the lady and we also feel that if more 
laundryowners would be a little more realistic and eapi- 
talize on what she has to say in their ad copy and pro- 
motion of their services, they would get more washing 
out of the home.

The Button? 


Puritan Laundry’s customers get them: 


if note=six shirts are laundered free 


MOST LAUNDRYOWNERS are probably subjected 
to occasional ribbing by their customers who ask about 
the laundry’s “button-busting machine” or “What do 
you charge for cutting off buttons?” William Garvey 
of the Puritan Laundry & Dry Cleaners, Omaha, Ne- 
braska, is one laundryowner who has answered these 
questions in the form of a novel campaign, the results 
of which have been little less than sensational. 

Mr. Garvey touched off the campaign by offering to 
launder two shirts free of charge for every shirt on 
which buttons were found missing or French cuffs im- 
properly folded. The free-of-charge offer was stepped 
up during succeeding phases of the campaign until it 
reached the current six-for-free, with a seven-for-free 
guarantee now being readied. What were the results? 
Mr. Garvey certainly did not lose his shirt. Since the 
start of the campaign, Puritan has laundered over 700,- 
000 shirts and only 71 shirts have been returned! The 
laundry’s resultant increase in volume was not confined 
only to shirts, but affected other services as well. And 
the greatest increase Was from new customers. 

The idea was born a little over two years ago when 
the American Institute of Laundering suggested an ad- 
vertising campaign to its members to guarantee button 
replacements on shirts. Mr. Garvey decided to make use 
of the idea in January, 1952. His personnel was advised 
one month in advance to make preparations and to start 
watching for missing buttons. On February 7, 1952, the 
campaign began. 

“Tt is very important when you enter a button re- 
placement program that you have excellent internal 
control over missing buttons,” Mr. Garvey said. “It’s 
obvious that if you start such a program and have but-

tons missing, it could be a complete failure.” 

In line with this internal control, some type of in- 
centive or bonus must be given to the shirt operators; 
for example, a cash bonus after a certain number of 
shirts have been processed and none of them have been 
returned with a button missing. Once some type of 
bonus has been established for the operators, the way 
is then clear to proceed with the button replacement 
guarantee. 

Given equal importance in the Puritan campaign was 
French cuffs. If a French cuff is found improperly folded, 
the same for-free laundering of shirts applies. 

In publicizing the campaign, various media were

Deluxe “Washaterias’’ Provide A 


New Approach To A New Market 


How Three Experiments Are Paying Off 


By JAMES A. BARNES 





Here is a description of the recent action 
taken by the management of three laun- 
dries to get a greater share of the poten- 
tial market in three different cities. More 
important, it describes the management 
thinking behind the action. 











THREE TEXAS LAUNDRIES have been experiment- 
ing with washaterias for several months. Washateria is 
the name by which self-service laundries are known in 
Texas and the experience of these plants should interest 
others who are considering such an activity. 

Two glaring inconsistencies, however, should be 
pointed out. First, neither of these particular wash- 
aterias offers self-service in the strict sense of the term. 
Plant personnel perform the work for the customers 
who merely drop their bundles off and call back for 
them. Secondly, it is hardly the truth to refer to them 
as experiments any longer. They are definitely proving 
to be successful. 

The oldest of them is Carr’s in Corpus Christi, It is 
operated by A. C. Skinner and his sons, A. C. Jr. and 
Floyd C., who also operate Oriental Laundry in the 
same city. However, Carr’s set up as a separate corpor- 
ation from Oriental, It is two years old and occupies an 


attractive building of modern design just a few blocks 
from the main plant. Ample parking space is provided 
(see illustration). The corporation owns the building 
and has an investment of approximately $125,000 in 
building and equipment. 

Originally the plant offered two services only, damp 
wash and dry wash. In the latter everything was dried 
and folded but not ironed. Damp wash was ready for 
pickup within an hour and dry wash within two hours. 
Most customers, however, drop off their bundles in the 
morning and pick them up in the evening. Finished 
family bundles, shirts and drycleaning were accepted 
and sent to the main plant for processing. As the vol- 
ume increased, however, a drycleaning unit was in- 
stalled and that work is now done on the premises. 

Laundry equipment consists of a 50-pound and four 
twin-mounted 25-pound open-end washwheels, a twin- 
cylinder and four 36 x 30 gas-heated tumblers, plus one 
large and three small extractors. 

Two washmen, six girls and an additional man 
handle the entire operation including the servicing of 
the sales counter and customers’ automobiles. Sales are 
running around $3,500 weekly of which approximately 
25 percent is finished laundry, 38 percent drycleaning 
and 37 percent washateria service. 

The Skinners were encouraged enough by this experi- 
ence to lease 2,400 square feet of floor space in a com- 
munity shopping center building in another part of 
town last fall and set up another washateria. This store 
occupies a corner of the building and houses eight 25- 
pound open-end washers, two 20-inch extractors, and a 
double-cylinder and four 36 x 30 gas-heated tumblers. 
A single washman and three girls who break bundles, 
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tumble and wrap the work, operate this equipment. 

Two services are processed on the premises—damp 
wash and wash-dry-fold. Ninety-five percent of the 
washing done is for the second service. Shirts, finished 
family bundles and drycleaning are accepted and proc- 
essed at the main plant. Total sales volume is averaging 
from $1,200 to $1,450 weekly. 

Total investment in this store (called Oriental but 
legally owned by the Carr corporation) is approxi- 
mately $18,000. Productive labor cost is running around 
26 percent of total sales. Four part-time sales girls are 
not included in this cost. 

The store has a 40-foot front and the pavement and 
curb are clearly marked to prevent parking. Attendants 
pick up the customers’ bundles from their cars and 
hurry them on their way. In returning finished bundles 
to the customers, their cars are likewise hustled along. 

In deseribing the over-all effect of these two wash- 
aterias on the business of the main plant, A. C. Skinner, 
Jr., has some interesting observations to pass along. The 
large plant operates 11 routes. They are manned by 
drivers who do no selling. Soliciting is concentrated in 
the hands of the route supervisor and a special sales 
representative who does nothing else. Jn every case they 
have increased the volume on these routes since opening 
the washaterias. In one case they actually split two 
territories into three. These territories were yielding 
$600 and $650 weekly respectively. They are now back 
to that volume and the newly-formed territory grosses 
over $400 weekly. 

He figures the two new operations have created an 
increase of approximately $5,000 weekly sales to the 
over-all volume of the three plants. The new ones have 
stolen some business from the main plant but the latter 
has held its own in sales. 


He offers the following advice to anyone interested 
in setting up similar plants: Location is the most im- 
portant single factor to success. Be sure you are in a 


densely populated area. Don't go into a community 
shopping center if you don’t have to. Be near it, to be 
sure. But, if you have to go into one, get a corner loca- 
tion. Don't go into the middle of the block. 


Frank Patton, co-owner and general manager of San 
Antonio Laundry, in the city of that name opened his 
first washateria early last year right in the main plant 
downtown. It is located behind the plate glass windows 
installed in the corner of the building. Results were en- 
couraging enough to justify opening a similar plant in 
a different part of town. 

In November, 1952, the doors opened on Spie & Span, 
a store measuring 25 x 75 feet, occupying the corner

location in a recent addition to a modern four-year-old 
shopping center known as Jefferson Village. Frank fig- 
ures the income of the people he serves from this store 
to fall in the middle and middle-high brackets. 

A manager and three other full-time employees com- 
prise the entire working staff, including the transport- 
ing of finished laundry and drycleaning to and from 
the main plant. Equipment consists of two twin-mounted 
25-pound open-end washers, two 30-inch extractors and 
three 36 x 30 gas-heated tumblers. Four nine-pound 
automatic washers complete the set-up. They are used 
for washing fugitives and small bundles. 

Damp wash at five cents per pound (minimum charge 
of 49 cents) and dry-fold at eight cents per pound 
(minimum charge of 69 cents) are the only services 
processed on the premises. Shirts, finished family work 
and drycleaning are accepted here and processed at the 
downtown plant. 

The first week sales totalled over $600. Since then 
it has increased to the point where a $900 week is aver- 
age. Of this, approximately 45 percent is drycleaning, 
30 percent finished laundry (ineluding shirts) and 25 
percent, washateria service. Mr. Patton reports that the 
recent trend has not only been toward a greater number 
of bundles but heavier ones as well. The average bundle 
sales price was originally $1.10 but it has increased to 
$1.20 and is slowly rising, One-hour service on damp 
wash and two-hour service on dry-fold are available 
Finished laundry and dryeleaning left before 9:00 a.m 
is ready for pick-up by 5:30 p.m. the next day 

The plant was opened with quite a “splash” with 
every lady receiving a free orchid on opening day, a 
Saturday. Mr. Patton says that 600 orchids were given 
away on opening day to the ladies and candy and bal- 
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loons to the children. About 400 men were also counted. 
The first four weeks he gave each customer who brought 
in a bundle a free ticket on a drawing for a television set. 

The first week an introductory offer of a 10-cent shirt 
was given. Two weeks later (for a week) there was a 
drycleaning special on pants and skirts. Two weeks 
later (again, for a week) it was a half-price special on 
washable throw rugs. The first two specials were pro- 
moted by direct mail concentrated qn people living 
within a one-mile radius of the new plant, The third 
was boosted by bundle inserts plus a community news- 
paper ad and, according to Mr. Patton, was not as suc- 
cessful as the others. 

Total labor cost of the operation (including the man- 
ager’s salary) is running around 21 percent of the total 
receipts of the store for all services, This figure also in- 
cludes the cost of labor involved in transporting shirts, 
finished family work and drycleaning to and from the 
downtown plant. It does not, however, include the cost 
of the productive labor which the downtown plant per- 
forms for Spice & Span. Mr. Patton says he could in- 
crease his washateria business by almost 25 percent 
without increasing the number of workers required. 


O’Banion in Houston 


In Houston, Mr. O’Banion Williams and his son, 
O’Banion, Jr., have incorporated a washateria in the 
plant which they opened in July, 1951. They planned on 
it accounting for 10 percent of total dollar sales, Today 
it is averaging 14 percent. 


Reasons Mr. Williams, “I don’t care where a laundry- 
man operates, whether it’s a cash-and-carry or a route 
operation, he should have a washateria in his plant. It 
brings you into contact with your customers. It offers 
every class of customer some part of your service and 
the opportunity is always there to switch them over to 
finished services.” 


He ought to know. He owned and successfully oper- 
ated the Williams Laundry on North Main Street in 
Houston for 17 years before interesting himself in other 
business activities. Now he’s back in the laundry busi- 
ness applying new methods to his old love. 

The plant is located on Kirby Drive at an intersec- 
tion which attracts ‘customers on wheels” from the sub- 
urban areas of West University Place, Bellaire and 
River Oaks. Approximately 50,000 of Houston’s swell- 
ing population reside in these sections. All of O’Banion’s 
business comes from cash-and-carry, drive-in customers. 
They do not operate a single route. 

The plant represents a total investment of upwards 
of $250,000 and is a tribute to their faith in the in- 
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dustry. Profit on this investment in 1952 was three per- 
cent. The management confidently expects it to wind up 
1953 with a return between six and seven percent. In 
calculating this return only nominal salaries for Mr. 
Williams and his son are included and, naturally, they 
are aiming to get that percentage up in time to come. 

Sales for the first week’s operations were $700. They 
are 400 percent greater than that today and no price 
increases have been effected. Finished laundry and dry- 
cleaning each account for 43 percent of sales with the 
washateria accounting for the balance. 

Total number of employees (not ineluding Mr. Wil- 
liams or his son) number 32. This is the lowest they 
have been able to get it down to due to the fact that 
they started operating with a completely untrained 
crew. It has been as high as 40. The Houston labor 
market is unusually tight as far as trained laundry 
workers are concerned, Total payroll for the first week 
was $800. Today it is consistently running at about 
$970. Productive payroll runs around 29 percent of sales. 
Store payroll runs around 6% percent of sales. Five 
girls run the store with the part-time help of the girl 
who runs the washateria. 

Of the 11,000 square feet of floor space in the entire 
building the washateria oceupies approximately 1,250. 
Equipment consists of four twin-mounted 25-pound 
open-end washers, three 20-inch extractors, two 36 x 30 
steam-heated tumblers and a _ twin-cylinder tumbler. 
The girl in charge plus two others handle the entire op- 
eration. Three services are offered: damp wash at six 
cents a pound, soft-dry at eight cents a pound and 
wash-dry-fold at 84% cents a pound, A minimum charge 
for eight pounds dry weight applies to all three services. 
All work in the washateria before 3:30 p.m. is ready for 
pick-up the same day. 

“Dry only” offered, too 

To accommodate people with washing machines at 
home they offer a “dry only” service at five cents a 
pound with a minimum charge of 25 cents. This work 
comes largely from housewives who wash their own 
clothes but, on rainy days, are unable to hang it out 
to dry. O’Banion’s has to extract 95 percent of this work 
before tumbling and they freely acknowledge that they 
aren’t making any money on it. But it’s another way of 
getting housewives into the plant and who knows how 
many of them can be upgraded to other services? 

Although he doesn’t state a specifie figure, Mr. Wil- 
liams says he knows he is swinging some of his wash- 
ateria customers into the main plant. He is doing this 
by what he calls “evolution” rather than any special 
sales effort. J

PART XVI 


How To Finish Sport Shirts 


By MARGRET M. RESCHETAR 


SPORT SHIRTS, when first introduced, created a prob- 
lem for the laundryowner which should no longer worry 
him. The big question was how to finish them properly 
and it appears now to be fairly well under control. 

If you attended the American Institute of Laundering 
convention last fall or the National Institute of Dry- 
cleaning convention in February you noticed that the 
various machinery manufacturers have devoted a great 
deal of research to the problem, The result of this re- 
search is reflected in the introduction of special sport 
shirt. finishing units in the design of which emphasis 
has been, among other features, on reduced heat and 
air pressure. 

In our plant we installed a reducing valve on a by- 
pass in the steam line for reducing the steam pressure 
from 100 pounds per square inch to 45. At the press 
unit, air pressure adjustment is achieved by means of 
the yoke eccentrie stop plate. For sport shirts it is 
turned completely off. For dress shirts it is turned back 
to normal pressure. It is kept at the sport shirt setting 
at all times except when dress shirts are being finished 
on the unit. Changes in setting are made only by the 
plant engineer. 

With this method for switching from high pressure 
and increased heat for regular shirts to low pressure and 


reduced heat for sport shirts, our unit serves as a train- 
ing unit as well as a sport shirt unit. 

You also have the problem of when to finish sport 
shirts. Delaying the reassembly of finished bundles at 
the check-out table must be avoided. This will depend 
on the washroom set-up, particularly the size of your 
washwheels. Because we have large wheels it would be 
highly impractical to wash only one lot of sport shirts 
at a time. Consequently, we accumulate three lots to 
make up a wheel load. 

The finishing unit starts running sport shirts the first 
thing in the morning, thereby getting ahead of the regu- 
lar shirts. In this way, there is no delay at the check-out 
table. When the unit has finished all the sport shirts 
available we then switch over to the high pressure and 
increased heat, if necessary, to finish dress shirts until 
the next batch of sport shirts is ready for finishing. This 
is usually the first thing in the afternoon. 

Preparing the shirts 

All sport shirts, regardless of fabric, should be ex- 
tracted carefully at a slower speed than ordinary shirts 
in order to avoid extractor wrinkles. If extractor wrin- 
kles occur, in most sport shirt fabrics, it is difficult, if 
not impossible, to remove them in the tumbler. Fur-

thermore, they are even more difficult to remove at the 
press. If you do not own a low-speed extractor specially 
designed for sport shirts, the safest thing to do is to 
place the sport shirts in your regular extractor, turn it 
on and, just as it reaches the peak speed, turn it off— 
regardless of how long this takes. Extractor wrinkles 
occur only when the shirts are extracted at high speed. 

We tumble all our sport shirts in a cool tumbler for 
three to five minutes, depending on the number of shirts, 
as well as the material from which they are made. This 
tumbler is run at the normal rate of speed used for 
other work, hence, the different timing. If the material 
is silk, nylon or any of the lighter weight synthetic mate- 
rials, they are tumbled for three minutes. If the material 
is gabardine or cotton, the shirts are kept in the tumbler 
three or four minutes longer. Here again, the timing also 
depends on the number of shirts being conditioned. We 
also completely dry all our flannel shirts in the cool 
tumbler and finish them on the low-pressure unit. 

The dispatcher shakes out the shirts and prepares 
them for finishing just as she does for the dress shirt 
unit, remembering to have the opening of the shirt face 
the sleeve press when she lays them in the damp box. 

Ours is a standard two-girl finishing unit. As a rule, 
one operator finishes sport shirts on the unit alone unless 
we have a particularly large number of them. The unit 
consists of a two-lay sleeve press, triple-head coliar 
and cuff press, yoke press and bosom press. The girl 
makes the back lays as well as the bosom lays on the 
bosom press. The timers are set for eight seconds when 
the unit is operated on low pressure. 

Let us assume that the unit is being used as a two- 
girl unit. Remember, even though the drying time for 
sport shirts is limited to eight seconds, the lays for 


both sport shirts and dress shirts on this unit are the 
same. 

Operator number one makes the lays on the sleeve 
press and folds the shirts. Here is how we tell her to load 
the sleeve press. 

1. With the left hand grasp the shirt in the center of 
the collar. With the right hand grasp the buttonhole 
strip at a point between the collar and the pocket. Then 
pull the left sleeve onto the buck. As you do, notice the 
position of the shoulder or yoke portion of the shirt. It 
is very important that the lower portion of the yoke 
(the seam nearest the collar) travel along the lower edge 
of the buck. In doing this, you will notice that the gus- 
set of the sleeve falls on top of the buck in the right 
spot for correctly positioning the sleeve, thus preventing 
twisting and turning it. With your left hand on top 
and right hand beneath, pull the sleeve to the left. 

2. Notice the squares on the metal piece at the ex- 
treme right end of the buck. The buttonhole will be 
placed over one of these squares and the button over 
the other. This serves two purposes. First, it prevents 
overlapping the gussets and spreads them far enough 
apart to insure proper ironing and drying. Secondly, 
it prevents breaking the cuff buttons when the clamp 
is applied. 

Move the hands from the left end of the buck to the 
right and place the button and buttonhole over their 
corresponding squares with your right hand. Meanwhile, 
hold the gusset on the padded buck with your left hand. 
Keep your left hand where it is and take your right 
hand away from the squares. Check the position of your 
hands so you won't nip your fingers under the clamp. 

3. Step on the foot pedal to bring the clamp down. 

4. The clamp is now in position on the cuff. Keep your

foot on the pedal while the left hand moves again to the 
upper side of the press at the top of the shoulder seam. 
Move the right hand directly to the underarm of the 
shirt. Pull gently to straighten the sleeve, close the press 
and release the foot pedal. 

5. To make the second lay of the left sleeve, grasp the 
center of the cuff with the right hand (thumb under- 
neath, fingers on top.) Grasp the shirt at the left end 
of the press, just below the collar, with the left hand 
and pull it to the right. Pull it out just far enough to 
free the material from the buck and give you freedom 
to turn the sleeve away from you. The turn is complete 
when the thumb of the right hand is on top and the fin- 
gers underneath. 


6. Resume the same position as before at the left end 
of the press with the left hand on top of the buck and 
the right hand underneath. Pull the shirt back gently 
to the left until the attached edge of the cuff is almost 
on top of the edge of the padding. Do no not use the 
clamp on this lay. Merely close the press. 


The right sleeve 


The change from the left sleeve to the right sleeve is 
done very simply and quickly. 

Grasp the sleeve in the left hand. Pull it to the right, 
straight off the buck, just enough to loosen the material. 
As a portion of the sleeve leaves the press start making 
a small are toward you. Then keep on pulling to the left. 
The sleeve is now parallel to the press, Continue pulling 


to the left. As you pull, notice that the other sleeve 
starts to come onto the buck. Keep pulling until ap- 
proximately one fourth of the right sleeve is on the 
press. Drop the left sleeve. Place the left hand on top 
of the buek. With the right hand underneath the buek, 
finish loading the press as you did for the first lay of 
the left sleeve. Notice that the yoke or shoulder of the 
shirt is now out of sight on the other side of the buck. 

7. In turning the right sleeve for the next lay, pull the 
shirt again off the buck just enough to give you turning 
room. Place the right thumb on the inside of the cuff, 
fingers on the outside. At the same time, grasp the front 
of the shirt at the left end of the press with the left 
hand (fingers underneath, thumb on top). Turn the shirt 
toward you. When the thumb has reached the top, stop 
and pull the shirt back to the left until the edge of the 
cuff meets the edge of the buck. Close the press. 

In subsequent articles we will discuss the folding of 
sport shirts as well as training operators on the triple- 
head, yoke and bosom presses. We shall also describe 
the complete cycle of operations on this unit. OO

used, In addition to semi-weekly newspaper advertis- 
ing, 15-minute radio programs were broadcast daily 
over Station KOWH and transcribed spot announce- 
ments were made on other radio stations. Bundle inserts 
were also used, 

“In all of our advertising,” Mr. Garvey said, “we 
simply stressed ‘Puritan, the Careful.’ Price was not a 
factor and was not mentioned in any of our advertising.” 

At the start of the campaign, two shirts were laun- 
dered free if any shirt had a button missing or if the 
French cuff was improperly folded. 

“After running the campaign a while,” Mr. Garvey 
said, “and having processed 200,000 shirts, we were for- 
tunate enough to have returned to us only 21 shirts.” 

It was obvious that if this ratio of shirts was all that 
would be returned, the cost of advancing the program 
would be negligible. Therefore, in order to give the 
campaign an added boost and to stimulate interest in 
our button guarantee, the two shirts laundered free 
offer was upped to three shirts laundered free. It was 
also determined at that time to increase periodically 
the number of shirts laundered free offer. 


Seven-for-free planned 


After the campaign had run for about a year, with 


the guarantee advancing one shirt every six weeks to 
three months, Puritan is now offering six shirts laun- 
dered free of charge in the button and cuff. program. In 
processing 600,000 shirts there was a return of only 61 
shirts. Having already passed the 700,000 shirt mark, 
with only 71 shirts returned, Puritan will offer seven- 
for-free within the next few weeks. 

“The general idea of the campaign, as far as we are 
concerned,” My. Garvey said, “is to give us an adver- 
tising vehicle that will carry over a period of two years. 
It is our present plan to run the guarantee to ten shirts, 
if not twelve, which will carry us past our two-year pro- 
gram. We found, surprisingly enough, that although the 
guarantee on two-for-free helped our shirt volume, one 
of the biggest things it did was to make our three-for- 
free more effective. Our three-, then four-for-free, were 
necessary to make the five-for-free look big. It was 
not until we guaranteed five-for-free that we received a 
substantial reaction.”

Apparently, Mr. Garvey surmises, people did not 
think it possible that a laundry would guarantee five 
shirts laundered free of charge for a missing button. 
It caused a remarkable amount of comme 
Some customers actually admitted, when bringing in 
shirts or giving them to the routemen, they wanted to 
find a Puritan-laundered shirt that had buttons missing 
so they could take advantage of the guarantee. 

“We have experienced only three or four occasions 
where it was obvious that the customer had removed 
the button himself,” Mr. Garvey said. “When running 
the button guarantee and there is ever any doubt as to 
whether the customer removed the button himself, al- 
ways resolve the doubt in favor of the customer rather 
than endanger the result of the program.” 

Sometimes a customer will throw a ringer at you, Mr. 
Garvey recalled, telling of the time when a man re- 
turned a shirt, claiming that he could not see any light 
through the holes in his French cuff when he held it to- 
gether. He claimed that the cuffs had been improperly 
folded and demanded that Puritan launder six shirts 
free. The laundry accommodated him and later learned, 
by way of the grapevine, that the Better Business Bu- 
reau was simply checking to see if the guarantee offer 
was bona fide. 

As an added psychological stunt for the shirt opera- 
tors, a bulletin board was placed in full view of all the 
shirt lines showing daily the number of shirts returned— 
if any—that had been processed by any of the lines. 
If a shirt had been returned which had been processed 
by line No. 1 and the other lines had none returned, 
then line No. 1 was in for a hard time from the other 
four shirt lines. As far as it has been able to ascertain, 
Mr. Garvey doesn’t think there has been any disadvan- 
tage connected with this program. 

The campaign, itself, has resulted in a substantial in- 
crease in shirt volume and other services, particularly 
family bundle service and drycleaning. 

“One noticeable result of our campaign,” Mr. Garvey 
said, “was that all of our employees took pride in work- 
ing for the ‘careful laundry’ and they have been our 
greatest boosters in the campaign so far. 

“Tt is obvious that when we can process over 700,000 
shirts and have only 71 returned—1/100 of one percent 
—that the credit is due to the laundry superintendent, 
William Swaney, and his extremely loyal shirt opera- 


tors.” OO

Electrical Conductivity vs. Relative Humidity 
To The Editor: 

The article “Measuring Humidity in the Charged 
System,” appearing on page 66 of your April issue, 
states that. measuring the relative humidity of the at- 
mosphere above the soap solution discloses the amount 
of water in the system, regardless of the amount of 
detergent present. This information is diametrically op- 
posite to that. disclosed as the result of laboratory re- 
search, which clearly establishes that solvent activated 
with four percent of a given detergent contains approxi- 
mately five times as much water at 75 percent relative 
humidity as a three-quarter percent solution with the 
same detergent at exactly the same relative humidity. 
|Editor’s Note: The research referred to above was 
conducted by the National Institute of Drycleaning at 
its laboratory in Silver Spring, Md. For a comple te 
report on this project, please turn to page 60 of this 
issue. | ae 

Both solutions had 75 percent relative humidity and 
vet one contained only 4/100 of one percent of water 
as compared with two-tenths of one percent in the 
other. Yet your article says that the relative humidity 
tells the water content “regardless of the percentage of 
the detergent.” 

The second error in your April article is found in the 
first paragraph in which it is stated that our conducti- 
vity control unit (which was illustrated on page 72) 
provides one of two means for measuring relative hu- 
midity. I know of no instrument other than a hygrom- 
eter which will measure relative humidity. 

Those of your readers whom I have interviewed in- 
terpreted the article to, mean that the use of the hygrom- 
eter in measuring the relative humidity of the atmos- 
phere surrounding the soap solution served the same 
purpose as our method for measuring the electrical con- 
ductivity of the soap solution itself, 

Here is another illustration that may help you disas- 
sociate relative humidity of air around soap solutions 
from conductivity of soap solutions. At one time some 
trade journals carried advertising pertaining to a method 
for introducing water to drycleaning solvent through 
the means of high-pressure steam. Water dispersed in 
this finely divided state provided the desired relative 
humidity but not the necessary conductivity. Failing 
to impart conduetivity, it failed to clean as well as ex- 
pected. Advertisements on this method no longer ap- 
pear. The reason is obvious. 

I feel that you should inform your readers that: (1) 
Determining the relative humidity of air which has 
passed through a soap solution does not necessarily de- 
termine the water content of the soap solution, and (2) 
that determining the water content of solvent in a given 
system does not determine the cleaning efficiency of 
the solvent, as proven by the case of steam injectors 
cited in the previous paragraph,

IN AN EIGHTEEN MONTH PERIOD following 
adoption of the program described in this article, the 
California Laundry Company, San Diego, Cal., was able 
to more than double its production volume, improve its 
profit picture, both volume and pereentage-wise, and 
raise its wage scale to equal or better the aireraft and 
other so-called high-pay industries in this area. 

The San Diego area has been and is listed as one of 
the nation’s top six critical labor markets. Competition 
for qualified personnel has been very keen, especially 
from aircraft, electronic and newer high-pay industries 
which have given much thought and effort to personnel 
training and hiring. About two years ago the manage- 
ment of the California Laundry decided it, too, would 
have to change its old method of catch-as-cateh-can 
hiring and training. 

Over this two-year period, the findings of our studies 
and the satisfactory progress achieved has shown us we 
are on the right path and has more than paid for the 
effort and investment. Through necessity we developed 
most of our testing and training program in San Diego 
plants, as we were unable to find any satisfactory apti- 
tude tests and training schedules which had been set 
up specifically for production workers in the laundry 
and allied industries. 


Mental approach important 


However, the basie principles we followed in devising 
these tests and training procedures are ones which have 
proved true in other industries using them and, we 
feel, hold true when used by the laundry and allied 
service industries. Until the development of the 
weighted interview card and aptitude tests (described 
in the December and January issues of STaRCHROOM), 
we had tackled production and profit problems from the 
plant layout and work simplification methods, making 
use of time and motion economy studies, production 
records and incentive pay plans. In other words, most

of our emphasis was on the mechanical and physical 
setup, rather than from the workers’ mental and psycho- 
logical approach. Now we realize that both approaches 
are of paramount importance, each necessary for the 
complete success of the other. 

Tests used for office workers, driver-salesmen and 
executive management positions, are tests which had 
already been developed by others. Because of lack of 
space I will discuss only the main points of the program 
as it pertains to the hiring and training of female per- 
sonnel—the plant production workers. 

We had three main aims as our starting goal—first, 
to operate at a profit; secondly, to have happy agree- 
able employees, and thirdly, to have satisfied customers. 
Having well-equipped plants laid out for better than av- 
erage production, plus plenty-of potential business, we 
decided the problem was one of personnel. Wanting to 
know more of the things which make good or poor per- 
sonnel, and not finding any available material which 
fit our needs and was practical for us to use, we de- 
vised the weighted interview card and the battery of ap- 
titude tests. This made possible the selection of appli-

and handle the various types of plant production jobs. 

Applicants selected through one of these tests are 
told of both the good and bad features of laundry work, 
the pay rates, training program and methods. The ap- 
plicant selected is then taken to the personnel record 
office, where she is signed up for insurance and with- 
holding tax, and a time ecard is made out showing her 
name, the date hired and the word TRAINEE. At this 
time a permanent record is filled in with her name, ad- 
dress, telephone number, next of kin and other pertinent 
information (Fig. 1.). This sheet also carries her scores 
made on aptitude tests, and provides space for a two- 
year record of change of name, address, withholding 
status, pay change and department change. It includes 
a form for recording each three months the applicant’s 
ability as a worker, conduct and attendance on the 
job, plus a termination report stating the reason for 
ending of employment. 


Familiarize trainees with plant 


The new employee is now issued a simple plastic 
badge holding a card on which is typed her name, the 
date hired, a code indicating the jobs for which her ap- 
titude tests indicate she is suited, and the word 
TRAINEE. She is given a booklet explaining the com- 
pany business as a service organization and the impor- 
tant part she will play in it, the company personnel 
policy and aims, a slip (Fig. 2) containing information 
as to starting day, time and shift, the pay rate and pay 
day, names of supervisors, etc. 

Next, she is introduced to the supervisor with whom 
she will work, who explains to her the plant depart- 
ments, lunch rooms, rest rooms and time clock opera- 
tion. 

We made job write-ups throughout the plant, whereby 
each job was broken down into its direct sequence and

each part explained as a unit, with the work methods 
and sequences to accomplish it. Kach shift superintend- 
ent and the personnel manager have a binder with a 
copy of each job break-down sheet along with instruc- 
tions to departments, ete. 

The California Laundry does considerable marine 
finish bundle work, often handling 15,000 pants and 
30,000 shirts a week, which enabled us to set up a bat- 
tery of six pocketing machines and four pants leggers. 
The new trainee works on the pocket machines from 
one to five days, depending upon the plant’s need for 
new employees. She is then put on legging pants which, 
from the physical standpoint, is one of the hardest jobs 
on the floor. Here is where the girls who are afraid of 
hard work leave the picture. As simple as these first jobs 
are, every girl is taught thoroughly how and why to do 
them right, usually by the shift superintendent. 

In most cases we would rather have new employees 
who have not had laundry experience, at least on the 
job in which we intend to place them. During this time 
of training the supervisor is becoming acquainted with 
the new employee and forming opinions of her probable 
abilities and worth to the company. 

From the pocket and legger jobs, trainees are moved 
to a shirt training unit. This is not a conventional unit, 
but rather one set up for the purpose of training as 
quickly and accurately as possible. It consists of two 
collar-and-cuff triple head presses, two two-lay sleeve 
presses, a yoke and a back press, two bosom presses 
and two folding tables, so laid out that work may be 
passed between stations without operators walking or 
reaching. Girls start at the collar-and-cuff station 
where it requires 10 to 15 minutes of instruction to start 
them off. 

Within an hour or two the trainee working on collars 
and cuffs has mastered her job well enough to go on to 
the rest of the unit. She is shown how to help the op-

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erator on one of the sleeve presses, with instructions 
to help there whenever she gets ahead on collars and 
cuffs. The sleeve press operator who then gets ahead 
of the unit is shown how to help the back press and yoke 
operator, who in turn helps the bosom press girl, who 
then helps fold shirts, 

Depending upon the need for new help in depart- 
ments, trainees spend from one to two weeks working 
up through this unit. About two out of ten fail to make 
the grade, usually because they quit or are absent with- 
out permission; strict rules on unauthorized absentee- 
ism are enforced. Anyone absent without permission or 
a reasonable excuse that can be validated will be laid 
off without pay for the same period of time, with three 
times bringing termination. This perhaps sounds drastic, 
but it does stop absenteeism. 

Girls from the training unit placed on regular two- 
girl shirt units have no trouble achieving a basic hourly 
standard of 23 shirts per operator hour, which equal 
100 points per operator hour, within three to eight 
working days. Actual production reaches as high as 35 
shirts per operator on heavy starched shirts folded on 
pack shirt boards, with the floor average during peak 
season on 15 units running 30 shirts per operator hour. 

Bonus system used 

Very accurate production records were set up through- 
out, with scores for the hour, day and week being posted 
for each operator in the department in which she or he 
works, and with all jobs being carefully evaluated and 
point values assigned to them. Basie requirements are 
100 points per hour, with bonus pay for anything over 
the 100 points per hour average for the work week. 
This 100-points-per-hour base is an easily-handled 
production record, and the incentive pay plan is under- 
stood by all employees and very simple to handle when 
figuring payrolls. In line with this, we developed a new 
flatwork production record sheet (Fig. 3) which figures 
production on a point-per-operator-hour basis. This 
seems to be more accurate for present-day flatwork pro- 
duction than is the old towel base piece count. 

Trainees going from the basic training units to reg- 
ular production line garment presses have no trouble 
reaching their 100 points per hour within five to ten 
working days. Trainees sent to flatwork start on the 


shake table. The lowest base pay is for shakers with 
progressive increases for feeders, folders and stackers. 
This offers an incentive for operators to work up 
through ironer positions. Fancy family work pressers 
are picked from regular production line pressers, given 
specialized training and a ten cent per hour basic wage 
increase, their production still being under the 100 
points per hour incentive plan. Hand folding of sheets 
averages over 12 per minute with all ironer crews aver- 
aging well over 350 towel base pieces per hour. 

Girls assigned to marking and distributing, which 
are probably the most important jobs in a plant, are 
given a ten cent per hour basic wage increase. This 
increase is given over a three or four week training 
period, during which time they both mark and distribute. 
Trainees in these departments are not allowed to go on 
the incentive plan until they have proven their ability 
for accuracy and dependability. The floor average for 
these departments is over 350 pieces per operator hour. 

Between the second and fourth week after trainees 
have started to work, a written report and form as to 
their abilities and workmanship is made out by their 
supervisor (Fig. 4). This report is made known to the 
person concerned and turned in to the personnel man- 
ager to be entered on the employee’s permanent record 
(Fig. 1). At the same time the supervisor may recom- 
mend a five-cents-per-hour basic wage increase. This 
serves two purposes; it not only rewards those making 
satisfactory progress, but it also prompts those who 
are not rewarded to improve. OO

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Lamp Shade Extractor 

Elbert Glass at the Crown Laun- 
dry in Indianapolis, Ind., once told 
me of a method he used to extract 
lamp shades after cleaning, rather 
than simply setting them aside to 
drip dry, like so many still do. 
Others, I know, have used a simi- 
lar method but my hat is off to 
Elbert for taking the trouble to ex- 
plain how to hold the things inside 
an extractor. First, you secure an 
ordinary nut to the exact center 
of the bottom of the extractor cyl- 
inder, then take a proper size rod 
with threads on both ends and 
thread it into the nut on the bot- 
tom of the extractor cylinder. Next, 
you place the shade into the ex- 
tractor with this small threaded rod 
through the hole in the metal brace 
at the top of the shade. A length 
of two-by-four fits down over the 
rod and rests on top of the shade, 
held firmly in place by a wing-nut 
on this end of the threaded rod. 
The shade, thus secured, sits with 
the bottom edge resting on the floor 
of the basket, while the two-by- 
four, held snugly to its top by the 
wingnut, keeps the shade from shift- 
ing during the operation of the ex- 
tractor. 
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Two-Way Water Drain 


Tom Townsend at the Model 
Cleaners in Fremont, Nebraska, (a 
recent. deserter from the laundry 
field), showed me a little labor- 
saving device having’ to do with a 
basement with no drain, and the 
water that collected in the vacuum 
receiver tank, Seems Tom always 
had to “bucket” this water upstairs 
to get rid of it. A week of that was 
enough and he decided to kill two 
birds with one stone. Cutting a 
16-inch section from the top of an 
old hot water tank, he mounted 
this over an opening in the top of 
his little six hp. boiler’s make-up 
tank and keeps it supplied with soft 
water from the vacuum receiver 
tank. Since the boiler is quite small 
and doesn’t take much water, the 
water he used to have to carry out 
of the basement very nearly meets 
the needs of the make-up tank. 





Bundle Pulley 

Here’s a way to keep bundles of 
soiled laundry or cleaning orders 
from coming out of the opening of 
large hoppers and interfering with 
the markers. I recently saw this af- 
fair made with a rope, a_ large 
spring and a couple of pulleys. 
Large eyelets served as guides on 
the front of hopper openings to 
hold the %g-inch rope at the proper 
level. The rope on each level ran 
through pulleys at the one end of 
the hopper, and over a third pulley 
which was held at the side of the 
hopper by a half-inch length of 
spring. Lifting or pulling on one 
of the ropes across the front of the 
hoppers to release a bundle caused 
the spring to stretch. As soon as 
the rope was released the spring 
would pull the rope tightly back 
into position to keep the bundles in 
place.

At 
any rate, the little cabinet was 
used for holding water testing equip- 
ment and other little trinkets, and 
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why acid-type

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Skate Wheel Express Line 


Had a nice visit with Harold 
Townsend and his son Lloyd at 
their Grand Island, Nebraska, 
plant. They use express lines like 
those found in a dryeleaning plant to 
move work quickly from the shake- 
out girls to the tumbler operators. 
Pipe express rails lead from the 
shake-out girls to the tumblers in 
the adjoining room. Netted tumble 
is moved by gravity on little trol- 
leys made of pairs of skate wheels 
and two-foot lengths of curved 
quarter-inch rods. Hook-like ends 
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on the bottom of these two-foot 
curved rods hold one end of short 
harness chains which hold the neck 
of the nets. Reason for the two- 
foot length of rod on each trolley is 
that the express rail is of necessity 
higher off the floor at the shake-out 
station in order to have sufficient 
drop to let gravity carry the trol- 
leys to the tumble department. 
The individual trolleys are lifted 
off the express rail after the tumble 
operation, and carried back to the 
shake-out girls as needed. These 
skate wheel trolleys are equipped 
with what I'd call “straight” axles, 
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and the inside edges of the wheels 
are the only part that come in con- 
tact with the pipe express rail. (If 
I recall correctly and it’s been 
about seven years ago, Joe North 
at the Capitol in Denver used skate 
wheel trolleys too, but it seems he 
used a curved axle so the wheels 
had more contact with the pipe 
rail... right, Joe?) 
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Dirt Strainer 


Another idea, from Savage Smith, 
a better-than-average plant engi- 
neer, is this, and I quote: “Any- 
time there is a drop in the airline 
level you will do well to have some 
way to catch the accumulated dirt 
and water.” For instance, Savage 
feels, if air is supplied from an 
overhead header, then anywhere a 
line drops down to a press it’s good 
policy to provide some way to keep 
condensate and possible dirt from 
collecting and interfering with the 
press operating mechanism. 

To accomplish this purpose, Sav- 
age equips such low spots on his air 
lines with a “T” joint, coming off 
the bottom of the “T” with a one- 
half to two-inch reduced coupling, 
into which a six-inch nipple of two- 
inch pipe is fitted. On the bottom 
of this nipple he uses a one-half 
to two-inch eibow fitted with a 
half-inch peteock. It’s a simple way 
to trap and draw off any dirt and 
water that will accumulate, with- 
out a more expensive outlay.

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four. He wanted soiled bundles to 
come from one direction, turn a 
right angle and proceed to the 
markers. He also wanted the key- 
bars to go back to the bundle boy 
via another right angle turn, with 
a two-layer belt setup. This was 
accomplished with a rather compli- 
cated setup of rollers, having a 
much closer tolerance than I have 
shown in the illustration. For pur- 
poses of illustrating, it was impos- 
sible to show the actual bracing 
that was needed to hold these roll- 
ers in place, but like the builders 
of this contrivance, when I got 
started on it, the challenge was too 
great to permit me to stop. So just 
for the helluvit I figured I’d draw 
it, and let you you figure it out. 
It actually is in operation, and has 
been used for years. (How close did 
I come to being correct, Bill K.?) 
Basket Cart 

Here’s a honey that was pointed 
out to me by Lloyd Townsend. 
Makes it a lot easier for your 
routeman to handle those sled-type 
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baskets of commercial flatwork. 
Made from the usual two-wheel 
cart used to move drums or barrels, 
the Townsends fitted theirs with a 
couple of small brackets out of the 
way on the back of the frame to 
hold a length of %<-inch rod. This 
rod has the ends bent into hooks 
that can be flipped over the edge 
of the basket to hold it securely

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when the cart is used to move the 
basket to or from the truck. Best 
of all is the fact that one hand is 
left free to open doors with this 
basket mover. Larger capacity bas- 
kets of this type can be handled 
as easily if the brackets are moved 
higher on the framework of the 
cart. The cart is in no way left 
unfit for its original purpose of 
moving small drums by the addition 
of these brackets and the basket- 
holding rod. 











Tumbler Light 

A lot of the boys are working on 
lighting the inside of their tumblers. 
On one popular make they are 
coming through the top of the back- 
side and setting in a heat-resistant 
bulb in the air shaft between the 
coils so the light will shine through 
the holes in the cylinder. This isn’t 
possible on the other popular make, 
but recently, in Nebraska, I saw 
this type lighted. The only differ- 
ence here was that the light comes 
through from the bottom side and 
shines up through the holes in the 
eylinder. An ordinary light socket 
is placed to one side of the fan 
housing so the light shines through 
the air duct, with its wire plugged 
into the junction box at the side 
of the motor. Looked like a fac- 
tory job, but they said it was 
homemade. OO

Garment Dyers Plan Clinic 


The Garment Dyers Guild of America is making 
plans for its semi-annual technical clinie to be held 
June 12-13 in Rochester, N. Y. Feature of the two-day 
affair will be a plant visitation at the Seneca Dye 
Works. Hosts will be Frank Steuewe and his sons, who 
own and operate the plant. 

The Steuewes will demonstrate their plant’s processes, 
after which the group will have luncheon and gather at 
the Powers Hotel for discussion. Following the technical 
talks, which will include reports from allied trades 
members who will describe their products and tell how 
they are being used in practical, every-day work, busi- 
ness matters will come up for discussion. High on the 
list is the subject of postal rate increases. The Guild is 
leading an industry effort to present arguments in Wash- 
ington against postal rate raises. 


N.1.D. Offers Training Films 


Due to the increasingly difficult problem in finding 
skilled production workers, progressive plantowners 
are retraining current workers or finding and training 
new ones. 

In order to assist this program, the National Institute 
of Dryeleaning, Silver Spring, Md., is developing train- 
ing aid packages for its members, These three-unit pack- 
ages will contain job-instruction breakdowns, a manual 
of instructions for the trainer and a 16 mm. sound mo- 
tion picture film. 

The first. of these film training packages is now ready, 
and is designed to help plantowners teach the procedure 
for finishing pleated trousers on a utility press. The 


film, including manuals and job breakdowns, may be 
purchased by members for $15, or is available on a loan 
basis for a period of one week. Only a limited number 
of prints is available for loan, making it necessary to 
enforce this time limit. 


Court Denies Rehearing 
On Cleaning Fees 


The California State Supreme Court has denied a re- 
hearing of its ruling made last March 10 which held 
unconstitutional the fixing of minimum prices on dry- 
cleaning. The rehearing was sought by the State Board 
of Dry Cleaners which had decreed the minimum prices 
for several drycleaning plants throughout the state. 

In effect, the high court’s denial of a rehearing is in- 
terpreted to mean that the case is closed. The litigation 
has been in the courts since 1949. Previously, a state law 
decreed that a one dollar minimum charge should be 
made on cleaning and made it a misdemeanor to charge 
less than the price fixed by the law as interpreted by 
the State board.

In doing so, we have discovered what 
we considered to be some basie principles of dryclean- 
ing.

It was a year ago last August that we first charged 
the solvent in one of our laboratory cleaning units with 
a four percent solution of detergent.

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Much of our research work 
at Silver Spring is for the 
purpose of improving meth- 
ods of drycleaning. In this 
research work we run what 
we call test loads. We have 
described these test loads so 
many times in technical bul- 
letins and in other previous 
talks that a detailed de- 
scription of them would cer- 
tainly be superfluous. 

We have a history of hun- 
dreds of test loads run with 
test garments. So, when we 
try some new process, we 
can tell immediately if it is 
outstanding in any particu- 
lar way—that is, whether it 
gave unusually high removal 
of some type of soil or gave 
particularly good whiteness 
retention. 
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unusual. Then we ran a test load in which we added 
one-half ounce of water per pound of load. Later in the 
day the chemist who was making the control tests on 
the solvent came to me and said, “Either there’s some- 
thing wrong with the solutions I used for determining 
moisture, or that load didn’t pick up any of that water 

it all stayed in the solvent.” A check on his solutions 
soon showed there was nothing wrong with them—the 
water had stayed in the solvent and had not been 
picked up by the load. 

The next day we ran another test load, again adding 
one-half ounce of water per pound of load. This time 
the load picked up about one-third of the water and the 
rest of the water stayed in the solvent. And so we con- 
tinued to run test loads, adding water with each one. 
As we did so, the moisture content of the solvent grad- 
ually built up higher and higher. Finally it reached a 
point where it leveled off. 

By this time the solvent with a four percent charge 
was carrying an amount of water equivalent to several 
ounces of water per pound of load. This water was 
going right through the filter, was not being picked up 
by the load, and left the solvent clear—not cloudy. We 
had never seen water in a drycleaing system behave 
this way before. 

We immediately noticed there was an unusually 
high removal of water-soluble soil, as shown by the 
swatches we used impregnated with ordinary common 
salt. We told the manager of the Institute plant of this 
high removal of water-soluble soil, and he suggested he 
give us some of his “problem garments” along with the 
regular load of dark silks. His problem garments were 
items that he felt needed weteleaning yet did not wish 
to wetclean. 

The first garment he brought over was a blue silk 
taffeta that contained curved pleats in the skirt. It ob- 
viously would have been very difficult to repleat the 
skirt were the pleats ever removed. Unfortunately, the 
customer had spilled a drink down the side of the gar- 
ment. We cleaned this garment in the four percent sys- 
tem. To our surprise we found the drink was entirely re- 
moved, but the curved pleats were not altered. 


Our plant manager continued to bring over problem 
garments day after day. In many cases we were able 
to return as passups garments that had been scheduled 
for wetcleaning. This was not true in every case, but 
still in many cases. We ran test loads with the four 
percent charged system for over a month and were able 
to draw several definite conclusions: 


1. The stronger charged system was removing more 
water-soluble soil (as shown by our salt samples) than 
any method of cleaning we ever had used before. 

2. The high removal of water-soluble soil was elimi- 
nating a considerable amount of spotting and wetclean- 
ing in the Institute plant. 

3. This water-soluble soil was being removed with- 
out detrimental effects of moisture, such as excessive 
wrinkling or breaks, shrinkage of unpreshrunk mate- 
rials or pilling up of wool. 


There was no question in our mind about the ac- 
curacy of the above observations, but at that time (and 
that was in the early fall of 1951) we did not know the 
reason for these results. 


The behavior of moisture 


As I mentioned previously, we had found the water 
in the strong charged system to behave differently from 
anything we had ever seen before in a drycleaning sys- 
tem. We felt this strange behavior of the moisture, that 
is, moisture that was not all being picked up by the 
garments and was going right through a filter, needed 
some investigation. Not just investigation in a dryclean- 
ing washer, but some basic chemical research. It looked 
as though the detergent was putting a small amount of 
water into true solution in the solvent. 

To investigate this water that seemed to be in solu- 
tion, we decided to study the vapor pressure of the 
water, By “vapor pressure” a chemist refers to how ac- 
tive a liquid is. Some textbooks define vapor pressure as 
the “escaping tendency” of a liquid. The higher the 
vapor pressure of a liquid, the greater the tendency for 
parts of it to eseape or disperse from the body of the 
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liquid and go into something else, such as into the air 
or into the textile. 

One method chemists often use to study the vapor 
pressure of a liquid is to bubble air through the liquid. 
Che greater the vapor pressure or escaping tendency 
of the liquid, the more of it leaves the liquid and enters 
the air bubbles. Thus, if a measured amount of air is 
bubbled through a liquid, the higher the vapor pressure 
of any component in the )igquid, such as water, the more 
water the bubbles wil) take out of the )iquid. We at 
the NID use this same principle with a few modifica- 
(ions, 

In a cylinder we have a solution of drycleaning sol- 
vené and a detergent (Fig, 1), Compressed air comes 
into the bottom of the solution, resulting in air bubbles 
that rise through the liquid, In order to get a continual 
measurement of the amount of water in the air coming 
off the surface of the liquid, we place in the air above 
the Siquid an element of an electric hygrometer. This 
gives us a continuous reading of the relative humidity 
of the air coming off the surface of the liquid, The more 
aetive the water dissolved in this solvent—the greater 
its vapor pressure—the greater its tendency to escape 
from the solvent and go into alr bubbles, and the higher 
will be the relative humidity of the air coming off the 
liquid, 

If we begin with dry solvent containing merely de- 
tergent we will find the instrument shows a very low 
relative humidity in the air coming from the bubbles. 
If we gradually increase the moisture content of the 
solvent’ and detergent we will find that the relative 
humidity of the air coming off the solvent gradually 
increases, Though we add more water, the solvent stays 
clear, and not until the relative humidity of the air gets 
over 90 percent does the solvent become cloudy, 

The next thing we discovered was that the relative 
humidity of this air which has been in intimate contact 
with the solvent governs the amount of moisture that 
textiles pick up when immersed in the so)vent. For ex- 
ample, suppose we hang a piece of wool in the air at 
point A. This wool will pick up an amount of moisture 
rorresponding to the relative humidity of the air sur- 
rounding it. Now if we place a second piece of wool 
within the solvent a¢ B, we will find that this second 
piece of wool picks up exactly the same amount of 
water as the piece hung at point A. 

Thus if the air coming off the solvent shows a rela- 
tive humidity of 80 percent, the woo) hanging at point 
A will pick up the amount of moisture it normally 
would pick up in : ’ ) 
However, the piece of wool hanging at point B in the 
solvent also picks up that exact amount of moisture and 
ié will pick up no more even though we allow it to hang 
there all day. 


Relative humidity in solvent 

These findings lead us to a new concept in dry- 
cleaning. There is a relative humidity within the sol- 
vent—just as there is a relative humidity in the air. The 
relative humidity within the solvent governs the amount 
of water that fabrics pick up in a drycleaning process. 
Moreover, as we have stated in previous bu))etins, since 
it governs the amount of water that fabrics pick up, it 
also governs the point at which you will encounter detri- 
mental effects of water, such as shrinkage, wrinkling, 
breaks in fabric and pilling up of wool. 

Now suppose that we put in this eylinder a three- 
fourths percent detergent solution in drycleaning sol- 
vent, Let’s start with merely the detergent and no water 
added, We will bubble the air through just as shown in 
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the illustration. Since there is little moisture present the 
electric hygrometer wil] show a very low relative hu- 
midity of the air above the solvent. Now Jet’s add a )it- 
tle water to this solvent, stir it well and repeat the 
experiment, Since the amount of moisture in the solvent 
is now a little higher, the air that emerges from the 
surface will now have a little higher relative humidity. 
We'll record this relative humidity of the air (which is 
also the relative humidty within the solvent) and then 
fake a sample of the solvent out of the ey)inder and 
determine the exact amount of moisture in it. 

Now we will add a fittle more water, stir it up 
well and repeat the experiment. We will find the rela- 
tive humidity of the air and of the solvent to be some- 
what higher. We’ll record this and again take a sample 
of the solvent out and analyze it for moisture content. 

We’)) repeat this experiment raising the relative hu- 
midity higher and higher. This allows us to draw a 
graph in which we plot the various solvent relative 
humidities against the corresponding amounts of mois- 
ture that were in the solvent. We have made such a 
graph (Fig. 2). 

You may recognize this graph as being similar to one 
shown in our bulletin T-290. Here, vertically, we have 
plotted the percent of water in the solvent, while hori- 
zontally we have plotted the relative humidity within 
the solvent. 

On the right side of the grapli from a solvent relative 
humidity of 85 percent on up, we have shaded the area 
and have labeled this a “dangerous area.”” From our 
experience in running test loads, there seems to be a 
point at approximately 85 percent solvent relative hu- 
midity above whieh we experienced bad effects of water 
such as wrinkling, breaks and shrinkage, and below 
which we did not encounter these detrimental effects, 

Three-fourths percent charge 

Now let’s see what happens when you clean a load 
of garments using: a three-fourths percent charged sys- 
tem, You begin with some water in the solvent so that 
the solvent at the start of the run is at approximately 
point A, You then place the garments in the washer and 
add an emulsion of water. The added water raises the 
so)vent-relative humidity to somewhere up around point 
B. The garments then gradually pick up the moisture 
so the moisture content and solvent relative humidity 
follow the line back again to approximately point A, Ji 
the solvent relative humidity stays in the “dangerous 
area” too long, you are apt to encounter bad effects 
from moisture. 

On the same graph we have added a typical sol- 
vent relative humidity curve, using a four percent solu- 
tion of detergent. Note how this curve is considerably 
steeper than the one for the three-fourths pereent solu- 
tion. A four percent solution holds much more water in 
solution, so that you probably start the Joad with the 
solvent at approximately point C. Then if you add one- 
half ounce of water per pound of load, you raise it ap- 
proximately to point D. The garments will then pick up 
the moisture so the solvent condition drops back again 
to point C. 

You may reca)) when we first started using the four 
percent charge, we noted that we did not have as 
much wrinkling as with the more dilute charge. This 
graph shows the reason. When using the stronger 
charge, we never got into the wrinkling range or ‘‘dan- 
gerous area, 

This graph shows that the stronger charge of four 
percené fiolds much more water in solution than does 
the more dilute charge of three-fourths percent. We feel 
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that it is this water held in solution that gives the 
stronger charge the ability to dissolve more water- 
soluble soil. 

In our investigations in drycleaning in the past, we 
have always been handicapped by the fact that during 
the running of a test load the solvent relative humidity 
starts high when water is first added, and then gradu- 
ally drops as the garments pick up the moisture, This 
constant changing of solvent relative humidity during 
the load was very undesirable for research work. If a 
test load showed anything unusual, such as especially 
good whiteness retention or a high removal of some 
type of soil, we did not know whether to attribute the 
result to the higher relative humidity during the early 
part of the load or to the lower relative humidity dur- 
ing the latter portion of the load. 


Controlling relative humidity in washer 

To eliminate this trouble we devised an instrument 
that we attached to our laboratory washer that holds 
the solvent relative humidity fairly constant through- 
out an entire load. This rather crude-looking device is 
merely a can that contains the elements of an electric 
hygrometer, The can is fastened to the top of the 
washer and air is pulled out of the washer and over the 
hygrometer elements contained in the can. 

In order to maintain the can at the same tempera- 
ture as the solvent, we soldered copper tubing around 
it. Solvent is taken out of the line on the discharge side 
of the filter, passes through the copper tubing and then 
empties into the button trap, thus maintaining the can 
at solvent temperature. There is an electrical connection 
much like the lead-in cable on a television set that runs 
from the elements within this can over to a laboratory 
bench where we have an electric hygrometer. 

This instrument not only shows the relative humidity 
within the solvent, but it can be set for any desired 
relative humidity at which it will operate an electrical 
relay, For instance, if this instrument is set for 75 per- 
cent relative humidity, then any time the solvent-rela- 
tive humidity drops below 75 percent, the instrument 
opens a solenoid valve. The valve in turn allows an 
emulsion of water, solvent and detergent to trickle into 
the button trap. 

In operation the filter circulation is first started and 
the solvent is brought up to the desired solvent rela- 
tive humidity, The garments are then placed in the 
washer and the washer is started. As the garments pick 
up moisture, the solvent relative humidity drops so the 
instrument onens the solenoid valve that introduces 
moisture into the solvent, As soon as this brings the 
solvent relative humidity up to the desired level, the 
solenoid valve shuts off the emulsion of water. In this 
way we can clean a load at any desired solvent relative 
humidity and hold the humidity fairly constant during 
the entire cleaning process. 

The use of this device has allowed us to investigate 
drycleaning in a much more accurate and reproducible 
manner than we have ever been able to do so before. 
We have published the results of this test work in a 
series of technica] bulletins. I shall not attempt to re- 
view that work now except for one subject—the re- 
moval of water-soluble soil, which was discussed in 
bulletin T-292. [All NID technical bulletins are avail- 
able to members of NID only.—E a.) 

Naturally, we were anxious to find out how varia- 
tions in solvent relative humidity affect the removal of 
water-soluble soil. We measure this by drycleaning 
rayon swatches impregnated with ordinary common 
salt—a typical water-soluble soil. After drycleaning,

these swatches are analyzed to see how much of the salt 
the drycleaning has removed. 

On this graph (Fig. 3) we have removal of water- 
soluble soil plotted vertically, and the relative humidity 
within the solvent plotted horizontally. In each of the 
loads designated by the points shown here, the solvent 
relative humidity was maintained constant throughout 
the load. 

In the upper curve, we have results using a four per- 
cent solution of detergent. In the lower curve, we have 
results using a three-fourths percent solution of the 
same detergent. It is easy to see that the stronger de- 
tergent solution dissolves more water-soluble soil than 
does the more dilute detergent solution. Another thing 
of some significance is that at about 75 percent solvent 
relative humidity, with either the strong or more dilute 
charged system, we obtained the maximum in removal 
of water-soluble soil. 

Our research indicates that probably the most im- 
portant advantage of the stronger charged system is 
that it removes more water-soluble soil, such as salt or 
sugar, without causing undue wrinkling. 


Dissolving water-soluble soil 

Perhaps we can best illustrate this ability of a 
charged solvent to dissolve water-soluble soil with a 
demonstration. Dr. Alexander has three containers, 
each of which contains Stoddard solvent. The first of 
these contains merely distilled solvent. The second con- 
tains the solvent charged with a three-fourths percent 
concentration of a detergent. This one contains 0.05 
percent water. The third one contains a four percent 
solution of a detergent in Stoddard solvent and contains 
0.3 percent water. 

Dr. Alexander also has some water-soluble blue dye. 
He is going to put this dye into the three containers 


of solvent. Were either of these containers to contain 
pure water, the dye would immediately make it as blue 
as ink. Of course, in the distilled solvent the dye doesn’t 
dissolve, so does not color the solvent. Similarly, dis- 
tilled solvent does not dissolve ordinary water-soluble 
stains containing salt and sugar. If any of the solutions 
dissolve the dye, the dye will color the solutions. The 
more dye the solution dissolves, the darker in color it 
will become. 

The solvent by now [five to seven minutes later] has 
had plenty of time to dissolve the blue dye, Note that 
the distilled solvent is still water-white. The three- 
fourths percent detergent solution has become rather 
blue. The four percent detergent solution, however, has 
become a very dark blue, 

There are several things we can learn from such a 
demonstration: , 

1. Higher concentrations of detergent dissolve more 
water-soluble soil. 

2. The same detergent action that dissolves this 
water-soluble dye can also dissolve loose dye on fabrics. 
Thus a charged system will dissolve a certain amount 
of dye from fabrics and become discolored. It is neces- 
sary to use activated carbon or some other adsorbent 
material to remove this color from the solvent lest gar- 
ments become stained with it. 

3. The dissolving of water-soluble soil is a rather 
slow process. If we leave this three-fourths percent solu- 
tion long enough it will become just as blue as ink. Thus 
the main advantage of the stronger detergent solution 
is that it dissolves water-soluble soil more rapidly. 
Thus, if a high removal of water-soluble soil is desired, 
the garments should be left in contact with the solvent 
and detergent long enough to accomplish this. Do not 
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expect a real high removal of water-soluble soil if you 
use a short cleaning cycle. 

I would like to point out that although a drycleaning 
solvent may dissolve purely water-soluble soil, it does 
not necessarily dissolve all built-up food spots. As we 
showed in our bulletin T-292, built-up food spots— 
where a considerable amount of the spot lies on the sur- 
face of the fabrie—are not completely water-soluble. 

Our experiments so far have not indicated any suc- 
cessful way of removing built-up food spots in the 
washer, They seem to require the mechanical action of 
a spotting brush for complete removal. However, a high 
removal of water-soluble soil—such as salt or sugar 
is very beneficial, Our experiments have indicated that 
a high removal of water-soluble soil is immediately re- 
flected in less wetcleaning and spotting. 

arlier in the talk, I showed this graph (Fig. 2) and 
pointed out the shaded area that we call a “dangerous 
area.” This would indicate that any time you operate 
at a solvent relative humidity below 85 percent, you 
will not encounter any difficulties from moisture. Un- 
fortunately, it is not always as simple as that. 

When we began using a four percent charged system 
in the Institute plant early last fall, we encountered 
some difficulty from wrinkling of garments, The silk 
finishers complained that the wrinkles slowed them 
down considerably. We felt that this wrinkling of gar- 
ments in a charged system needed to be investigated 
more thoroughly. We set up a project to investigate 
wrinkling. This project is still in progress, and I shall 
explain very briefly what we are trying to do. 

Some of the points we set out to investigate were: 

a. How does solvent relative humidity affect wrink- 

ling? 

b. How does solvent temperature affect wrinkling? 

As you might suspect, there is a tremendous differ- 
ence in the wrinkling tendency of various fabrics. Silk, 
rayon and acetate do not behave the same and it makes 
a tremendous difference whether we test a taffeta, a 
shantung or a plain weave crepe. We have confined 
most of our work to fabrics such as taffetas and shan- 
tungs that normally give trouble with wrinkling. 

Here you see projected on the screen a piece of ace- 
tate taffeta about to be immersed in a four percent solu- 
tion of detergent and Stoddard solvent. We have 
previously determined the relative humidity of this sol- 
vent. The fabric is allowed to soak in this solution for a 
half hour. Then it is removed and, while still wet with 
the solvent, is folded double. It is placed between two 
pieces of glass and a weight is placed on the crease of 
the fabric for one minute. The fabrie is then removed 
and allowed to dry at room temperature. 

If the solvent is such that it will not cause trouble 
from wrinkling, the fabric will have a wide angle such 
as the sample on the left, However, if the solvent con- 


ditions were such that it was conducive to bad wrink- 
ling, then a sharp crease will be made in the fabrie and 
it will have a smaller angle such as the sample shown 
on the right 

In a graph, we have plotted the solvent relative hu- 
midity horizontally against the angle of the crease 
vertically. As the solvent humidity increases the angle 
of the crease becomes sharper. Our test loads indicate 
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that when the creasing test. is made by these methods 
and the angle of crease is sharper than 90 degrees, the 
condition is such that finishers will complain about 
wrinkling. This is merely an approximation and we will 
have to establish this point more clearly later on. 

Assuming for the moment that a 90-degree angle is 
the correct point, it means that when the solvent is 
over 83 percent relative humidity, this particular fabric 
[an acetate taffeta] will be susceptible enough to 
wrinkling to cause complaints from finishers. 

You may recall that at 75 percent solvent relative 
humidity, we were obtaining the maximum in removal 
of water-soluble soil. Thus, for this particular fabric, 
we would have a range of from 75 up to 83 percent 
solvent relative humidity in which to operate safely and 
still remove the maximum in water-soluble soil. 

When we were encountering the difficulty in wrink- 
ling in the Institute plant, our solvent temperature was 
running in the range of from 90 to 95°F. Naturally, 
the obvious question is, “Did that solvent temperature 
contribute to the wrinkling?” 

At first we thought that perhaps at the higher sol- 
vent temperature the garments take up more moisture. 
However, tests we made indicated that at the higher 
solvent temperatures the load does not pick up much 
more water than it does at a lower solvent temperature. 

There are indications that at a higher solvent tem- 
perature (90°F) there is more creasing effect for the 
same relative humidity than there is at 70°F. Moreover 
(at 90°F) where the angle of crease is 90 degrees, it 
crosses solvent relative humidity at about 75 percent. 

Since we must raise the solvent relative humidity to 
75 percent before we obtain the maximum removal in 
water-soluble soil, this does not give us any margin of 
safety whatsoever when operating at 90°F on this par- 
ticular material. 

When we have progressed further on this work the 
NID will publish the results in a technical bulletin for 
its members. However, the preliminary results seem 
to point rather strongly toward a high solvent temper- 
ature contributing substantially to wrinkling. 


Looking into the future 

[ have been asked to speculate on what changes we 
might expect in drycleaning processes in the next few 
vears—to make some guesses as to what we may be 
doing in drycleaning in the future, let’s say 1958. 

One change that we may see is drycleaning with con- 
trolled solvent relative humidity. We have done this in 
our laboratory washer at NID and have been very 
pleased with the results. It is undoubtedly the safest 
method of adding moisture to a system we have ever 
attempted. Unfortunately, our equipment is a labora- 
tory instrument rather than anything rugged enough to 
be used in a cleaning room, Perhaps in the future prac- 
tical rugged instruments of this type will be available. 

As I pointed out earlier, we feel that the main ad- 
vantage of the stronger charged system is its ability to 
remove more water-soluble soil without damaging fab- 
ries, Here is the same graph we saw before (Fig. 2). The 
four pereent solution holds more water but, unfortu- 
nately, a three or four percent charged system contains 
so much nonvolatile matter that it is necessary to re- 
move it from the garments with a separate rinse. 

Perhaps someone will discover a detergent which can 
be used at three-fourths percent or at one percent con- 
centration that gives the same relative humidity curve 
as does the four percent detergent. This would give the 
same removal of water-soluble soil and would not re- 


quire a separate rinse. ©

Water Heating 
Methods

IN MOST LAUNDRIES the largest single demand put 
upon Cie boiler is for water heating, Ordinarily, the hot 
water load represents about two-thirds of the total 
boner output* with the remaining one-third going to 
other plant equipment. As a result, a comprehensive 
survey of plant water needs is vital in setting up a good 
laundry power plant. 

Once you've put together enough data from this sur- 
vey, your next move is to study the available ways of 
getting hot water and then to apply the one that best 
fits your own needs.

Water Survey 

According to (he American {nstitute of Laundering,* 
the following procedure is the correct way to run a 
water survey, You start out on the basis that plants

‘using the conventiona) multiple suds formulas and offer- 

ing mixed services consume about three gallons of water 
per pound of clothes. Two-thirds of this, or two gallons, 
is hot water at 180°F. But, you have to add on top of 
this the water put to use for other purposes throughout 
the entire plant. Actual practice indicates that the 
average )aundry takes half again as much water as this 
theoretical three gallons, or a total of four-and-a-half 
gallons per pound of clothes processed. Two-thirds of 
this four-and-a-half, or three gallons, is water heated to 
180°F. 


Hot Water Heating 


Now that you have a rough rule-of-thumb on the ga)- 
lons of water you have to heat to 180°F, you’re ready 
to decide how you'll do it. There are several ways you 
ean go about jt. You ean burn fue) under a tank or coi) 
like the old gas heating coil or jack stove so popular in 
liomes a few years back, Or, you can employ a “car- 
rier,” that is, steam or hot water added directly to a 
tank of cola water or moved through submerged coils, 
or apply electricity to the water storage surfaces to 
bring about the needed heat ing. ; 

Where steam supply is limited and electricity cheap 
you may find electrical heaters, but steam and hot 
water are far and away the most common methods of 
heating hot water in modern plants. Those heaters 
where the combustion of coa) or 0}) supply the warmth 
directly to the water are called, natura)ly enough, direct 
heaters. A fairly recent newcomer that lends itself to 
(his field on a much longer scale than attempted before 
is high temperature, high pressure hot water heating 
but more about this in a later issue. 

The bulk of laundry hot water heating takes place in 
indirect heaters—those employing steam or hot water 
as heat earners. These indirect heaters come in two dis- 
tinet types, storage and instantaneous.

Storage Heaters 

In this type, Fig. 1, the heat carrier, steam, enters into 
a nest or bundle of copper tubes formed into a hori- 
zontal U—or hairpin-shaped element, although straight 
tubes are sometimes used. This tube bundle rests in the 
lower part of the shell, and for best results, the lower 
the better. Here’s why. 

When the unit is operating the eold water enters the 
shell beneath, but preferably very close to, the tube 
bundle, It picks up heat from the tube surfaces and 
then neutral convection currents take over. Cold, denser 
water, by sheer weight, shoves aside and replaces the 


warmer, lighter water, Soon the hotter water appears at 
the top of the shell. 

As you might expect, the best possible place to draw 
off any hot water you need is at the top of the shell and 
that’s just where the takeoff is connected, Fig, 1, With 
this arrangement you are supplying your heat carrier 
where you need it most—at the point of the coldest 
water area. 

The tank is usually large, the shells ranging from two 
feet up to seven feet in diameter and running from four 
feet to about 14 feet in length, and hold from 90-odd 
gallons up to 3,500-4,000 gallons. The shel] material 
is usually steel of flange quality, some a quarter-inch or 
more thick, and the tube bundle consists of copper 
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Here is one of the four different traps 
made by Sarco—the Inverted Bucket 
rap with straight-thru connec- 
tions for easy inspection. Mechanism is 
attached to the cover; accessible without 
disturbing pipe connections. Since 1936 
all sizes have been factory-equipped with 
integral strainers at no extra cost. REAL 
capacities are exceptionally large.

tubing, properly prepared. Often you'll find the shell 
itsel{ copper-lined to combat any electrolysis or specia) 
corrosive problems, 

Because the tank size is large, this type of water 
heater lends itself to load demands which are sudden 
and heavy. With them you can pull a relatively small, 
steady steam supply and heat a large volume of water 
over a long period of time. With proper controls, such as 
thermostatic temperature-regulating valves, you can 
hold this stored water at almost any temperature level 
you desire. What’s more, with the proper sized storage 
tank you can meet maximum demand without any 
strain on boiler output at all. 

In general, the Jess uniform the demand for hot water, 
the greater storage space you need. With a large storage 
capacity and non-uniform demand, heating coil capa- 
city can be less because you have more time for heating 
gradually between peak loads, Where demand proves 
fairly uniform the storage capacity can be less, but the 
heating coil capacity should be relatively larger, But 
to prevent any heavy load demands on the boiler and to 
keep heating coil capacities within bounds, the tendency 
is to go to fairly large storage capacities. 


Instantaneous Heaters 

However, there are those who favor the compactness 
of the instantaneous heaters, Fig. 2, especially where 
demand proves fairly uniform, even at the price of a 
proportionately higher heating coil capacity. In the 
type shown in Fig. 2, water to be heated flows through 
straight or U-shaped tubes. It picks up heat from the 
heat carrier, water or steam, surrounding the tubes, 
which is just the opposite of the storage type heater dis- 
cussed above. The water, then, is heated as needed; 
there is no storage section. Because of this the heater 
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coils may, if so desired, be installed in a boiler instead 
of a tank. 

In some water-use applications indirect heaters some 
time consist of a separate heating coil and storage tank. 
The heating coil mounts either inside the boiler or in 
a cast-iron shell close to the boiler. Water from the 
boiler passes over the coil and heats the water inside. 
The heated water then goes to the storage where it 
remains until needed. 

Piping 

Either an up-feed or a down-feed system can supply 
hot water to your plant needs. To provide hot water 
continuously at each outlet, circulating piping, Figs. 3 
and 4, is frequently used. Water not taken by the 
operating equipment returns through this piping to the 
hot water heater. Here its temperature gets a boost back 


to the normal value and the water 7 EEE

to be extremely corrosive or badly caking, pipe should 
be assumed as rough when sizing. 

Fig. 5 is a flow chart for fairly rough pipe. Charts for 
rough pipe and copper tubing (considered smooth) are 
similar. Suppose we used a one-and-a-quarter-inch 
main to supply hot water to the plant in the example. 
From Fig. 5 we find pressure loss to be eight psi. per 
100 feet for a flow of 1,826/60, or about 22.1 gpm. Ve- 
locity is six feet per second. This is about right, three 
to eight feet per second being the velocity commonly 
used. 

Pressure loss in a hot water supply system is the sum 
of loss in pipe and fittings, heater and water meter. 
Minimum pressure allowable at highest fixture in build- 
ing is usually taken as eight psi. So, allowable loss be- 
tween main and highest fixture is main pressure minus 
eight psi, Ol 





is ready for recirculation. 

Where the circulation piping runs 
are very long or the building is par- 
ticularly high you may find it 
worthwhile to install a circulation 
pump, Fig. 4. [t will ensure a posi- 
tive movement of the water. A ther- 
mostat installed in the return line 
controls pump operation. The ther- 
mostat does this by starting and 
stopping the pump after a 20°F 
change in water temperature, 

Equip any run-outs from return 
risers with a check valve so that 
you won't get a temporary flow-re- 
versal when you open the control 
valve on the run-out line. A valve 
in the return line serves as the cir- 
culation control for the system. 

Remember that you want to re- 
move any air that sneaks into your 
piping. Otherwise, it shows up as a 
sputtering flow at water outlets 
when you draw water from that 
piping. In up-feed and combined 
up-and-down-feed systems, Fig. 3, 
(A) and {C), circulation piping 
connects to the supply main just 
below the highest fixtures in the 
system. Air, which usually aceumu- 
lates at the high point in any sys- 
tem, is released every time the top 
fixture is used. In down-feed sys- 
tems, Fig. 3 (B), and those where 
overhead supply mains come. in 
above the highest fixture, an auto- 
matic float-actuated air vent is gen- 
erally used to rid the system of air. 


Pipe Sizes 

Undersize supply and return pip- 
ing can ruin your hot-water sys- 
tem quicker than anything else. 
Where ferrous pipe is used in sup- 
ply and return lines, it is usually 
considered to be fairly rough for 
figuring friction losses, With such 
an assumption, your friction losses 
will not be excessive after corrosion 
and caking of the internal wall 
have begun. When water is known

Joint Institutional Meeting 


THE FIRST JOINT MEET- 
ING of the New England and 
Connecticut Institutional Laun-
